ONLY PALLIATIVE 

“We acknowledge the exis- 
tence of the problem of over 
population not only for. Japan 
but for a great part of Asin,” 
Mr Shaw sald. “To attempt: to 
solve this .problem by large 
scale miyzration would be to-ap- 
ply a temporary palliative and 
actually to spread a tendency to 
over populate to another part of 
the world’s surface.” . 

Me polnted with approval to 
an editorial in the English lan- 
guage Nippon Times,’ which 
said: “Population control ts the 
only way by which Japan coukl 


save_herself_and_the_rest_of_the_ 


world from disaster.” 

The Australian diplomat 
added: “People who advocate a 
Japanese migration to New 
Guinea forget that-not too many 
years ato this tsland was oc- 
cupied by the Japanese as a base 
from which they prepared to 
Invade Australia.
